This is a tlcvelopmont of tbe 
Bchome of the naval reserve. Yacht 
owners, enrolling tUemsielves in the 
squadron undertake to give, when call- 
ed upon, such services as they may 
reitder in conjunction with tho laud 
force of naval artillery volunteers. 
Capt. Foot, R. N., who has done 
much to establish tho Naval Artillery 
Volunteer Brigade, which has its.head-

- Soutbport, Ban^^or, Carnarvon, and 
other places in North "Wales, has do- 
voted himself to this new project with 
characteristic energy. The Prince of

Alcohol. 

Alcohol has lost its oldest and best 
friend now that "tho Faculty" have 
declared against it. And there is a 
singular unauimity in the o^niona of 
the foremost jihysiciaus of the day on 
the subject. Tho evidence given by 
the best known men in the profession 
before the House of Lords Select 
Committeo on Intemperance all tends 
one way — and that is, towards the de- 
nunciation of alcohol as a baneful and 
noxious drug. From Sir Henry Thomp- 
son and Dr. Richardson such an ex- 
pression of opinion was, of course, 
naturally to bo expected, for their 
sentiments havo long been jsublicly 
known; but it must have been with 
some degree of surprise that tbe pub- 
lic heard that afFriday's sitting of tbe 
Committee Sir William Gull, whose 
name has been fondly associated by 
alcoholopbiles with tho famous glass 
of beer which worked such wonders 
for tho Heir Apparent in his illuoss, 
announced himself . as being on the 
side of tbe alcobolopbobes. This is a 
terrible blow to the wine-bibbers and 
beer-drinkers of society. Sir William, 
indeed, contemptuously admitted thai, 
people like waggoners and coal-heavcr.s 
might take alcoholic liquor without 
l>eing yery much>tbe worse for it, but 
"he said it was ruinous to men who bad 
to use their brains at all. And yet it 
is a notorious fact that these are just 
11.0 men wlio iudulgo, as a rule, most 
freely in tho use of alcohol as a stimu- 
lant. Possibly tho early age at wLich 
80 many of our prominent 'literate ur.-^i' 
have died within the last "decade may 
be attributed as much to the unwise iu- 
dulgenco in alcohol as to ovev-work. 
Sir NA'illiaiu Gull euipliatically stated 
that tho ell'ecL of alctjhol upon hraiii- 
workiug men was to irritate tho brain 
.'. and enfeeble the nervous system. Will 
they accept tho warning, and break 
through tlio intellectual traditions 
which havo suriounded drinking from 
the days of Shakespeare to our own ? —

GOLD FROM COPPER ORE. 

If intslligonc* received by this mail 
from BuanoB Ayrea can be relied on a 
■wonderfui discovery baa been mada- tlioro 
by a French chemist. He is not the poss. 
eesor of Aladdin's lamp; bnt he clnims to 
have discovered a process by which gold 
may be extracted from copper. The iu- 
veutor is one M. Vi\iaff. His first e.ifiiy 
■waa the reduction of -10 tons of Caraooles 
copper ore, wbicU gavo 2'i tons of motal. 
A sample of tbia ^Yn8 taken to the Mint, 
and gave scarcely any gold; but when Pa- 
rafif tried upon it his "reactivo" process 
it yielded 35 per cent. puro^gold.i Here- 
upon the Government placed 'at his dis- 
posal a department of the Mint,,ijyliiBre 
150 pounds of pure gold have been turn- 
ed out. If reliance can bo placed on this 
statement (it appears dubiou«) the own- 
ers of the Howe Sound copper . mine are 
to be congratulated upon the largely in- 
creased value of their property. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA FISHERIES. 

From the tone of the Government press 
in the East we gather that Brother Jona- 
than will not bo allowed to onjoy his con 
Btrnction of the Wasliingtoa Treaty Avith 
out, at least, an attempt being made to 
retaliate. The monstroua iniquity that 
permits one section of tho Dominion to on 
joy privilt-gca that aro denied the other 
is a national disgraco.and nil rigbt-tbink 
ing Americans so regard it. The Free 
Press of Ottawa says: "Parliament, undar 
the recor,t decision of tho Commission, 
however, will probably lind means to 
forca the United Stiites to do justice to 
British Columbia, and ticcuro her those 
privileges to which, as a Province of the 
Dominion, she is properly entitled." 



Dangerous Travelling in* the Upper 
Covntr^r-Oalxageons Conduct 
of a Bull Team Driver. 

Editor Colonist: — I had ocea.«ion dur- 
ing lust month to jjrocced to tho interior 
of the Mainland We left Yale on tho 17tb 
before daylight, and on this occasion the 
stage contained eight passengers in addi- 
ti6iiHo!Mr; Tibglej, the driver. Wo tra 
veiled at a rapid pace until be came to the 
4 mile bridge, when the horses were and 
denly checked in their course by a t'tron^ 
rope securely fastened across tho upper 
end of the bridge. The ropo holding fast 
the rail of the bridge gave way and th 
horses became n'nmanageable and madi- 
plunge for the river/and were it not for 
the presence of mind of Mr. Tingloy, wb 
through ebeer strength of arm pulled tho 
horses back to the road, we shQuld have 
been precipitated in the depths below 
where, in all probability, not one of aa 
would have lived to tell how the accident 
happened, for the bridge crossed a dry 
ravine some forty teet in depth and at a 
point where tho ascent and descent then 
to is very narrow, the outer siJi; of llio 
road being built up from tho river with 
stone cribbing. On proceeding on our 
'way we met a bull team driver, . 3amuel 
McDonald by name, vrho admitted tha'the 
had fahtt-ned the ropo across tho bridge to 
prevent his cattle from straying ovor, but 
urged aa an excuse that ho expected to bo 
up in time to unfaston it before the mail 
Stage came along. 

I write to make this fact known so that 
soma aptioQ mayjbe. token to '.prevent a 
similar occurrence in future, for it ia evi- 
dent that the travelling public haro a 
right to be protected agaiuat sucli dan- 
gers. Mr. Tingloy informed us that bo 
had before met with similar obstructiouH, 
but this he considers the narrowest cr 
cape lie ever had during tho many years 
ho baa driven on the Yule-Cariboo road. 
The public naturally look to Mr. 15aruurd 
to take such ])rocefi(iings as will ensure 
tho future safety of those compelled to 
travel by his stage.

A TRAMP AT BAY. 

The St. Elmo Tragedy — Deadly Skill 
with a Revolver. 

lFro7n the Chicago Tribune'x Terre Haulc 
(Ih'I.J Correspondent, Sept. 11. J 
The little village of St. Elmo, 111., 
situated on the Yandalia road, seventeen 
miles from Effingham, was this morning 
thrown into intoupo excitement by a series 
of tho most dastiirdlj tcrril)lo uuirder.s 
that bus over been perpetrated in this sec- 
tion of the country. The ]),irlicu]ar8 are 
theho: About eight o'clock this morning 
John Scolea, a most estimable citizen of 
the village, with his family, returned to 
their residence, situated ir the midst of a 
thickly built pint of tho jiliico, from a 
visit East, where they hiul been absent 
for several days. On entering tho house 
ho immediatly discovered that it bad 
been robbedof numercusarticlea of value, 
and from several indications was con- 
vinced tliiit the Inirglar had but just left 
tho place, us ho had h i't a freshly prep.ir- 
ed breakfast on tho tahii;. Tin's fact in- 
duced Mr. Hcolen to eommonco instunt 
Btfarch for tho thief. Ho searched care- 
fully through the house, outhousoa, and 
out in the rear yard, going toward his 
stable. As bo did so ho [jerceiviMl a man 
running rapidly through the liold at tiie 
rear, looUing buck and showing unmis- 
takable evidopco of being the party want- 
ed trying to oaoapo. Mr. Hcoles mounted 
a horse standing near and started in pnr- 
r, suit, wutobed by his excited family. 
When within about thirty yards of the 
man Bcoloa ordered him to halt. The 
villain did so, )jut with conaummato cool- 
ness and murderous daring, be drew ii 
revolver and tired, shooting Mv. Hcoles 
three times, each uliot giving a fatal 
wound, one taking ciTect in tho bead and 
two in the body. Mr. Scolosfoll from bin 
borso and cxiiiied in about three minutes, 
living until bo family and two or three 
ol sorvers reached him, to wliom he spoko 
a few words. 

Tbo news spread with electrio rapidity 
throughout the villagn.and in about twen- 
ty- Hve minutes upwards of ot;e hundred 
men, armed with hastily seized rifles, re- 



volvers and shotguns, wore in close pur- 
suit. Owing to the country being very 
level there the rapidly escaping hond was 
still in fair view of the pursuers, many 
being mounted, swiftly .overtook him. As 
soon US he arrived within hailing distance 
Mr. Priiuk Liunes, who was in advance of 
tbo citizens, called to him, " Halt, or you 
are a doad mau." At this tho desperate 
fiend turned, and holding a revolver in 
each hand, coolly commeaced firing at a 
distanco of about forty feotlvpnii^;fl,rBV«bot 
flrod from his right band revolver hit Mr. 
Barnes, a worthy young gentleman, in tho 
head, killing liim iuatuiitly, tho body fall- 
ing with a thud to tho ground. Tho 
second shot, given from his left hand, 
hit Mr. Prank AViscuum, another excel- 
lent citizen, in the head, also with deadly 
clToct, bo falling from his horse and ox- 
Ijiriug iu a few moments.

policeman; soveral Chinamen came out of 
the wash house and followed when ha (Ah 
Sain) was struck; saw Ah Yin cfitch hold 
of the defendant and try to pull him back.

Tlie Slifth and Huuscar Eight— The 
reeling in Peru. 

Tho Peruvians Canonizing the Only 
Victim. 



The Panama Star and Herald, in a dia- 
patcli dated Lima, July 20, soys:— 

"Tho defenders of the Huascar receiv- 
ed an euthuBiastic reception yesterday 
from the populace of Lima and Callao, 
but Don Nicolas do PieroU, the princi- 
pal object of attention and admiration, 
was absent. Tho Govern inent regarded 
with alarm tho rapidly increasing popu 
larity of Piorola, the fooling of the masses 
in his favor being augmented by tho re- 
fusal of the authorities at Lima to sanc- 
tion thn tonus of capitulation entered in- 
to when the Huaacar was given over to 
tho Govornment squadron. It was doter- 
miuod that no opportunity should be giv- 
en to tho e.\.- revolutionist to stir up tho 
peojjle iu tho capital. Tou days ago it 
wiis alleged on oxenlleut authority that 
Piorola, iu virtue of tho general pardon to 
political offenders, would soon arrive at 
Lima, and great preparations were made 
for hi.s triumijhal entry, but some hours 
before tho amnesty decree was transmit- 
ted to Iqniquo the Prefect of that depart- 
ment received orders from tho P.rosiiloiit 
to lranahi[) I'ierola from tho guuboiit Pil- 
comayo to a passenger .steame' prooeod- 
iug south without acquainting hia fellow 
prisoners. Pierola was against bis will 
carried off to Valparaiso, where he arriv- 
oil Hufuly and in good health. This Gov- 
orumout moasure was much disaproved at 
Li'u.i. Pierola had opouly stated during 
hi.s enfurcoil sojourn on board tho gunboat 
that ho had decitied to abjure all further 
revolutionary attempts, and, considered 
tbo wisest oourKB would, be^i patiently to 
wait tho period fixed for ithe next Presi- 
dential election, to offer himself then as 
candidate with much probability of suo- 
oeus. 

"A Lima journal soys that the portrait 
of Pierola was carried in triumph through 
the streets of . Lima, and , the populace 
unitedjiu viciw.tp , bi8 ,ihonqr,f , H com- 
panibas in arms also inarched" through 
the city covered with garlands and llorr- 
ers, showered upon thorn by tho ladies of 
tho capital, and escorted to their homes 
by an onthusiaitio multitude. Another 
signitioant incident occurred. An invi- 
tation was issued to all who had the hon- 
or of Pisra aiid its.ireligioB atheart to .iasf 
acmble at Lima and join in a funeral cere- 
mony in honor of the only victim of the 
Pacocha light, TrumpetorBijar. This in- 
vitation was signed by tho GrandMarshal 
of tho Army, General La Fuonte, by ono 
of the chief dignitaries oi the Cliuroh, 
Monsigiior lioea, and by other distin- 
guished personages. The church was 
beautifully decorated, and on tho o&tufal- 
que was exliibited one of the 300 pound 
shells fired by the Shah at the Huaacar, 
which fell and was found on the main- 
laud."
